The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Nicollet et al. '092 or 
Montgelard '100 does not teach or suggest means for actuating the lever; the actuating 
means being separate from the displacement means and being installed free to translate 
on the gripping body along a direction approximately parallel to the longitudinal direction 
of the gripping body between a rest position and an actuation position in which the 
actuating means make the lever move from the retracted position to the extended 
position, and the displacement means being shaped such that the lever is in a stable 
equilibrium position when in the retracted position and when in the extended position, 
and the lever passing through an intermediate unstable equilibrium position when 
pivoting from one of the two stable equilibrium positions to the other in combination with 
other structural limitations.
